2. Applicant has amended claim 22 and claims 8-14 have been canceled. 
Currently, claims 1-7 and 15-29 are pending. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 09/14/05, with respect to claims 
1-7, 15-21 , and 24-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
double patenting rejection of claims 1-5, 7, 15-21, and 24-26 and 35 USC 112, 1 sl 
paragraph, rejection of claims 22 and 23 have been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1 -7 and 1 5-29 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The closest prior art of Hommersom et al. (U.S. patent 
6,134,565) discloses to identify a specific article in an image of a document. 
Hommersom et al. discloses to segment a document into regions to classify and 
identify the objects in the image. Regarding claim 1 , Hommersom et al. does not 
teach the feature of "a complete analyzer configured to perform a complete 
analysis on at least one of the interim regions at a second PPI, where the second 
PPI is a higher resolution than the first PPI, thereby generating at least one 
complete region therefrom," that, in combination with the other claim limitations. 
Regarding claim 15, Hommersom et al. does not teach the feature of "performing 
a complete analysis on at least one of the interim regions at a second PPI, where 
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the second PPI is a higher resolution than the first PPI, thereby generating at 
least one complete region thereform," that, in combination with the other claim 
limitations. Regarding claim 21 , Hommersom et al. does not teach the feature of 
"performing a complete analysis on the al least one selected region at a second 
PPI, where the second PPI is a higher resolution than the first PPI," that, in 
combination with the other claim limitations. Regarding claim 26, Hommersom et 
al. does not teach the feature of "logic capable of performing a second analysis 
on the at least one selected region at a second resolution, where the second 
resolution is a higher resolution than the first resolution," that, in combination with 
the other claim limitations.
